The readerb of our artinlo of Sun- 
day last and of Jlr. Hproat'a luttor iu 
yesterday's inaua will have discovered 
that that gentleman based his remarks 
on wrong premises. As wo explained 
yogtorday, the Province has no dill'er- 
onoo with Me8.sr.^. Koed Bros. & Co. 
and will bo glad to loarn through Mr. 
8proat that tho contract has fallen in- 
to hands that will carry the work on 
to completion. It is the circuitoiis 
and;ttjre'suniablyiCorrupt Svtijr iu which 
jtW (iohti'act redched those hands that 
iho public are most concerned about. 
■Of Mr. Sproat's entire disintercytod- 
Tiess wo never had tho least d6ubt;aud 
we only regret that the force of cir- 
L'umstancos compels us to refer to him 
at all iu connection with a transaction 
iwhich boars on its front tho evidence 
of gross oflicial immorality. Jjot us 
examine into tho facts conuo«tod with 
tho cofferdam contract that load 
^nHiioiwn to. the present moment. 

On the 19th of August the Govern - 
ment organ in this city announced 
with aloud blaro of trutnpots that tlio 
contract for the construction of tho 
coliordani had hoeu let to Messrs. 
Hayward & Jenkinson for tho sum of 
$59,497, their bid being ■^■>:V2 Itss than 
tlie'bid of Reed Brothers Co., ami 
thinly. sevei\ thousand three hundred ami 
ii'ine dollars MO£iB. than tho bid 
ot Duncan McDonald of this city. AViiy 
Mr. McDonald's tender, which would 
have efl'ected an enormous saving to 
the Province, was not accepted has 
not been explained to this daj'. 
Perhaps the Govornmeut regard- 
fed tlie tender a3 too low. But 
Mr; McDonald had already performed 
several heavy contracts and mndo no 
default; with proper bondsmon, any 
failure to carry out the contract would 
have been bitFand their loss — not the 
Government's.. -How the Governmoal 
came to give the difference between 
McDonald's and Hayward & Tenkin- 
Bon'a bids to tho latter iirm will, 
doubtless, form one of tho subjects 
of an inquiry by a Committoo of the 
Hoa^e!. All we know at present is 
thatTBf. & J. were awarded the con- 
tract and that the organ accompanied 
tlio announcement of tho award with 
tho following tribute to tho worth and 
ability of the successful bidders: 

• "We are glad that tho work has 
fallen into the hands of REsroNsuiLi: 
LOOAi, coNTBAOTOBs;^— a further guaran- 
tee that the dock will be proceeded 
with in eamsst;''' 

This announcement must have been 
made with tho knowledge of the Gov 
er^naent, who were supposed to have 
s&ti^ed tU^insel't'es the firm were 
"responsible" before awarding tho 
contract. Had they not done so they 
would probably have treated their ten- 
der as they did McDonald's antl ac- 
cepted Reed & Co's.who have a world- 
wide reputation and wlioso coming, wo 
ugree with Mr. Sproat, may bo prcxhuv 
tivo of good to the I'roviuco if luiticr 
■works aro at any time given out. Aftor 
the. announcement of tUe organ thero wna 
a lapse of throe or four weeks before tlio 
Riiccesaful tenderers could bo induced to 
uigu tho oonttact. Mysterious backing 
and filling were observed, and one excnso 
after another was advnncod and o.xplod- 
ed as untenable until aftor much duliiy 
tho public wore told by tho organ that 
tho bonds and contract were signed and 
tlie lumber ordered. The evidence of 
Mjr. Sproat as to what w^nt on during tho 
fonic weQks' del^y that ocoarred between 
the letting of the contraol and the mak- 
ing of tho annouucoment would bo veiy 
important. Mr. Sproat, in his letter, 
Htates that tho "attoruoy of Hayward A: 
Jenkinson" waited on hiin and tliatut his 
(the attorney's) request ho allowed ttdo- 
grams to be sunt to Iteed Bros. li. Co. 
over his (Mr. Sproat's) own signature 
ooataining propositions for sub lotting 
the CO" tract. Mr. Sproat says he oannot 
publish those tolograms, but ho do.-!3 
give the substance of tl\om. Now, whit 
tho public aro much interested in kn-^ ■■ in^' 
is tho date of the first and Eer uid of 
those telegrams. A period of above 
thirty da^s elapsed between the letting 
and' th'e signing of the oontraot. Did the 
"attorney of Messrs. H. <fe J." make his 
proposition to Mr. Sproat at any time 
daring those thirty days? or was tho pro- 
position made sabaeqnont to the signing 
of tho oontraot? If Mr. Sproat will fnr- 
nidh tho dates it may bo shown that tho 
oontraot was not signsd nntil matters bad 
been "flsod" with Hood Bros. Should 
Mr. Sproat feol in honor-bound not to 
Burreuder tho dates it will bo a matter of 
small importance as tho tolegraijh ollioo 
will have to {;ivo tlioin np wlien jiropcrly 
r;illedon. Tlie iiojinlar Vx.'liof is that 
Hayward & Jenkinson did not Kif^ii the 
oontraot until they had ascoi-tained that 
Hood Bros. Would buy it! l.s this tlio 
true state of tho case, Mr. Sproat ? But 
whether t^Oj&^c^atioDa w6ro concluded 
hiiforo or^f1®rtu6' signing of tho contract 
till) responsibility of tho rtovornmont for 
nut insisting on tho iiro.'iccution of lh(' 
ivork is tho same. If they woro not par- 
tii;n to tho transfer thoy woro guilty of 
iii'(fleot of duty or favoritism, and have 
Iniilktheniholvea liable to. punishment. 
When the contract was fiaally, signed by 
Hay^i^rd & Jonkiusoa in Saptembor a 
largo number of experienced al)lc-bodiod 
mou^rdm CaiHlar >',oro in town. They 
'.varu anxious to obtuin oiuployni(>nt for 
tho winter, and snmo of them had conu? 
iron; the diggings upon ho.iring that tlio 
(■.olfL-rdam wnrks woro to lie pi-o.^oi^nliMl. 
'I'hirt vidu:il<lo hiLior was alloweil tn m,/,. 
invay to a l'i)rei;.pi country ami, in ii uiu 
jority ofcaaogf i» lost to the ooiiulry for- 
over. ^Si^jaiSindt^be dovch'nmont in- 
Hist on Iho contractors oommenciug opm- 
iiiidjiM aVa'timo when they nii|,'lit have 
lili.sorbed tliis labor V They ouiiid not 
iiavo bee.i aotualed by a desire to nas-e 
for the l'r(j|Vineo tlio dill'orcnee bclwerii 
iliiyward and Junkiii.son's and Itecd JJro'i.' 
bids. jrTliat was onlv $2:12; and have wo 
not lyl^dj ihowQ.tliat thoy threw into 
iht) handaoC Ilay ward k Jenkiunon a trifl« 



of nearly 000— being the differ- 

ence botweou that liriu's and Mo- 
Donald's tenders? No; we have 
got to look beyond tho mcro economical 
foaturea of tho ease to ascertain tho real 
motives ot tho Government. Mr. Sproat, 
in his letter, attempts no defence of tho 
Government. Indeed, he makes no re- 
ference to the vimportant part . the 
Government must have ,played in 
tho transaction. This is unfortnu- 
ate, for before Hay\rard k Jenkinson 
conld have approached tho London lirm 
thoy required tho sanction of the Gov- 
ernment to a transfer of the contract. 
Without that sanoliou there could havo 
boon no sale. Now, then why was this con- 
sent given to Hayward & Jenkinson and 
refu-ied to other c- ontru 3tor3? We can 
statu instanou after in6!-."oo wherein the 
(Jliief C'juiiiiu.'iioiier refused to permit 
coiitractorH to tiansfer tlieir contracts to 
others. We know of one easo whoro tho 
contractor ofTorod to inercaso tho amount 
of tho bonds if allowed to transfer his 
contract, and he .was refused ponnission. 
YoX wo tiiid tho favored iirm whoso do- 
ings with the Government wo have under 
rovi(nv allowed four weoka in which to 
luako up their mind* to sign a contract; 
allowed fourteen weeks more iu which to 
conduct uogotiiitio.is for tho sale of their 
contract to a linn whoso bid thoy ap- 
proached suspiciously near, and allowed 
to iiiaku a i>rujit on that sale to the loss 
and injury of the Province in general and 
(jf Eiquimalt in particular. If the Gov 
ernmant had the intoi-ests of the Pro- 
vince at heart, if they wore actuated by 
jmrely iiatriotic motives, if thoy had 
wished to build tho drydoek, tho proj)or 
and only course open, when thoy found 
tli.it tho liewitatiou of tho Victoria firm 
was involving tho enterpriso in at least 
.nix months' delay, was to have awarded 
tho contract to Bued Bros., and not to 
liava auITered Hay-\vurd & Jenkinson tn 
.-^oll it at a profit. There ia one part of 
Mr. Sjiroat's communication which, wo 
think, (lues him no credit. That is where 
he speaks of the contrcverHy over tho or- 
(r;ioriliiiiiry eondiiet of tho Government 
ill tins tlrvilock matter as n"bomi-political 
siiualible." Ifuciuestion all'ecting tho hon- 
o-t administration of jiublicafl'airg could Lo 
disposed of as a "squabble," there would 
soon be an end to good government, ond 
tho men who aro coming to the Parlia- 
ment to reform tho Government might as 
well remain away. Fortunately tho bulk 
of the people regard tho question from 
lis high a standpoint as Mr. Sproat will 
regard it upon relliiction. The informa- 
tion given by Mr. Sproat of tho status uf 
tho dock engineers ia tho first tliat has 
beenjeouchsafed to tho public. We pre- 
sume that Mr. Sproat speaks with auth- 
ority when ho tells us that the engin- 
eers aro paid by commission and that the 
rnsident engineer is paid by them out if 
tliiit commission. Wo cannot but think, 
however, that it will bo fonnd that the 
Proviuco will bo culled on to pay for cho 
time lost by Hayward and Jenkinson 
while negotiating for a transfer of the 
contract, and that Baed Bros, will ask 
and 1)0 granted an eston.sion of time in 
which to complete tho work. At this 
moment, with tho ineagro iuformfttion 
which Mr. Sproat has ;given us at hand, 
it would be dillicult to arrive at even an 
approximate estimate of the liabilities the 
Province has incurred and is incurring 
on account of tho dock. In leaving this 
subject for the present wo trust that we 
have made it clear that in our opinion 
tho Province lias no (juarrel with Beed 
Bros. Tboro has never been the slight- 
est intimation in these columns of sus- 
pected collusion between that firm and 
Hayward <fe Jenkinson. If anything 
Rood Bros, are tho victims of a collusion 
between Hayward & Jenkinson and tho 
Government. Mr. Sproat linda reason to 
(vingriitulato the Province on the trans- 
fer. Wo sincerely hoiie that his congra- 
tuliitions may be reali/.eil, and that the 
Province will not lind itself in a similar 
position with tho man who ono day do- 
liglitod his wifo with tho annonnoement 
that he hud sold her Newfoundland dog 
for SoO; but when she, having a vision of 
a now gown, reached out her hand for the 
money, ho produced two bull-pups worth
